1 . IAEA POSITION ON SUBSIDIARY ARRANGEMENTS, CODE TEN, 

TAG 309 PROPOSALS MADE BY ISG IS AS FOLLOWS. 

2. IF CHANGES IN PAST RECORDS ARE TO BE MADE, IAEA MUST 
RETAIN TRACEABILITY OF THOSE CHANGES AND NOT SIMPLY 
"ERASE HISTORY" SO THAT THERE IS NO EVIDENCE OF WHAT WAS 
CHANGED (SEE ARTICLE 90 F OF US/IAEA SAFEGUARDS AGREE- 
MENT). IAEA OBJECTIVE IS TO HAVE A BACK REFERENCING PRO- 
CEDURE WHICH IS AS BRIEF, EFFICIENT, CLEAR AND CERTAIN 

AS POSSIBLE. INTRODUCTION OF STATUS OF ENTRY CODE PAIR 
"W" AND "V" WAS AN IAEA ATTEMPT TO DO THIS WITHOUT RE- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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QUIRING US TO KEEP EXTENSIVE CROSS REFERENCE FILES. 

3. IN IAEA'S COMPROMISE PROPOSAL IN PARA 4 BELOW, A 

SIMILAR BACK REFERENCE METHOD AS USED FOR THE "W", "V" . 

PAIR WOULD BE USED FOR "D", AND NO BACK REFERENCE WOULD 
BE REQUIRED FOR "A" EXCEPT FOR THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF THE 
TRANSACTION. IAEA DOES NOT RPT NOT THINK ITS PROPOSAL 
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WOULD REQUIRE A US CROSS REFERENCE F IL E FOR REFERENCING 
CODES "D" AND "A" BACK TO ORIGINAL REPORT AND LINE ENTRY; 
NOR SHOULD IT ADD A SIGNIFICANT BURDEN ON THE US TO 
SUPPLY THE NECESSARY BACK REFERENCE. 

4. SPECIFICALLY 

, IAEA SUGGESTS THAT, VIS-A-VIS WORDING 
PROPOSED IN PARA 2 REF B; 

(A) PARENTHETICAL PHRASE ' INHERENT IN THE DATA" IN SECOND 
LINE OF INTRODUCTORY SENTENCE SHOULD BE DELETED. IT IS 
NOT CORRECT IN RESPECT OF CODE "C" AND, IN ANY CASE, IT IS 
NOT A NECESSARY COMMENT. 

(B) FOR CODE "D ", DELETE WORDS "BY THE BATCH NAME" SINCE 
THIS WOULD BE TOO LIMITING TO ASSURE UNIQUENESS IN ALL 
POSSIBLE CASES. IAEA IS DOUBTFUL THAT US CAN GUARANTEE 
THAT ALL BATCH NAMES WOULD BE UNIQUE - E.G. IN THE CASE 

OF BATCHES NAMED BY OTHER COUNTRIES WHICH MIGHT SEND (OR 
RETURN) MATERIAL TO THE US. 

(C) FOR CODE "A", CHANGE THE PHRASE "MATERIAL BALANCE 
REPORT" TO "MATERIAL BALANCE PERIOD" AS REFERRED TO IN 
EXPLANATION GIVEN IN REF B PARA 1. DELETE WHAT FOLLOWS 
THAT PHRASE IN THE SENTENCE, IT BEING UNNECESSARY TO 
INCLUDE. 
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(D) FOR CODE "W", DELETE ALL AFTER THE WORDS "ENTIRETY 
EXCEPT" AND ADD THE WORDS "FOR TAGS 001, 002, 003 AND 

309". THE DELETED WORDS CALL FOR A CONVENTION WHICH THE 
IAEA DOES NOT WISH TO ADOPT, SINCE IT WOULD ONLY MAKE 
IAEA'S PROCESSING MORE COMPLEX. IAEA ASSUMES THIS 
CHANGE WOULD INTRODUCE NO RPT NO SIGNIFICANT PROBLEM FOR 
THE US. 

(E) FOR CODE "V", SINCE IAEA'S IDEA IN INTRODUCING THE 
"W-V" PAIR HAD NOTHING TO DO WITH "NULLIFYING" (MAKING 
ZERO; ERASING) ENTRIES, IAEA WOULD PREFER TO REPLACE 
WORD "NULLIFIED" WITH NEUTRAL WORD "REFERENCED". 

5. UNLESS IAEA ASSUMPTIONS (NOTED IN LAST SENTENCE OF 
PARA 3 AND 4 D ABOVE) ARE SIGNIFICANTLY WRONG, MISSION 
HOPES IAEA PROPOSALS IN PARA 4 ABOVE WILL BE ACCEPTABLE 
AND CODE 10 CAN BE CONSIDERED COMPLETED. LABOWITZ
